OVERVIEW FOR THE ONE HOUR TELEVISION SERIES 


“Babe Circus” is the last of the sixties go-go clubs, or as more commonly 
referred to, the bikini bar. Tucked away west of the 405 in a slowly 
degenerating neighborhood, it’s an industrial grunge establishment. Lots of 
brick and neon with a touch of the 60’s thrown in. When you walk through the 
metal doors the feeling in here is casual. There’s a juke box, a pool table, some 
leopard-skin booths, a couple of dance cages and a bar surrounding the main 
stage. It's a friendly club, a diverse melting pot of dreams and desires. A place 
where plumbers, executives, and artists alike, escape to share a laugh, drink a 
beer, and chat with a gorgeous dancer. In front of the brick backdrop, 
accentuated with lazor effects, the dancers execute flashy routines, branded with 
each girl’s individuality. Sure you have to be eye candy with top shelf charisma 
to get hired at Babe Circus, that’s a gimmie. But unlike some of the seedier 
joints, you also gotta have game. Those lacking in classical dance training have 
to be all the more talented. We’re talking poise, style, and the chops to master all 
the latest street moves. There’s no nudity in Babe Circus but if a dancer’s doing 
her job right, it isn’t nesesary. “Sexy” is the operative drive, here. And these 
Lolitas were built to perform at high speeds. Costumes range from leather 
breakaway pants, minis with army boots, to gowns that peel off, burlesque style. 


The girls end up wearing bikinis or lingerie or as little as they can get away with. 


The episodes each week, are narrated by “The Big Cheese”, owner of Babe 
Circus, as seen through his eyes. The stories revolve around the full time 
dancers, who double as bar-maids. There’s a couple of regular customers that 
you'll wanna get to know and you'll stay tight with Tiny, the bouncer, if ya 
know what's good for *ya. Babe Circus provides a colorful playground in which 
characters from all walks of life can enter and pass through, interacting with our 


little family. 


Throbbing with the pulse of the big city and stinging with the slap of the 
LA class system, "Crumpled Dollars" reflects the plight of the working girl 
while exploring moral values and issues. From the stage, to the dressing room, 
to the coffee shop, to the homes of the main dancers, it enables folks to peek in 
on the unique lives of young ladies that have wandered from the straight and 
narrow path to avoid the restrictions of a nine-five job. We'll see some lost 
souls, some wounded hearts and dreams hanging on by the fingernails. But 
these gals are survivors committed to playing by their own rules at the risk of 
being misunderstood. This series is deticated to the true unsung hero of the 


feminist movement...the exotic dancer. 


THE PROPRIETOR 


JOEY “THE BIG CHEESE” RAMONE is the owner of Babe Circus. Now in his 
early 50’s, Cheese has maintained his dignity, his honor and his sense of humor. 
Unlike many club owners, he runs his business like a tight ship, providing his 
often-troubled dancers with support and guidance, becoming a sort of father 
figure to them. A tough guy with a warm heart, Cheese loves Boogie movies, 
gambling and expensive cigars. He’s a man of few words with a trace of 
cynisism about L.A. seems out of place in the new milineum. He doesn’t own a 
cell phone and refuses to use a beeper or send email, firmly believing that 
technology will be the downfall of mankind. A solid man’s man whom women 
adore, Cheese is a private guy who generally keeps to himself. He has an old 
upright piano in his brownstone and sometimes, after a night cap, (when no one 
but his mutt, Wolf is around), has been known to sing Sinatra tunes into the wee 
hours of the morning. Cheese has talent too, though few know people know 
about it or would ever guess it. He just doesn’t seem the type. Born in Chicago, 
Cheese’s aspirations of becomming a stage actor were sidetracked when he took 
a steady job in construction. He never imagined that he’d end up owning a girlie 
bar, by winning a high stakes bet with the previous owner. Twenty years later, 
time has flown by and Cheese is still single, plodding through life, generally 
content with the cards he’s been dealt. But every once in a while Cheese craves 
something more. He cares about all of his girls but has a special fondess for 
Leggs, who’s as loyal and gorgous and bright as they come. But Cheese thinks 
of these girls as daughters and anamantly refuses to cross any professional lines 
with them. And Leggs certinally won’t make a move. So the underlying sexual 
tension between Cheese and Leggs remains in denial and is apparent only to 


those that really know them. (Series Regular). 


THE DANCERS 
BILLIE “LEGGS” MONROE (late 20’s- early 30’s) has seniority at Babe Circus. 
She’s an ex-tomboy with a disarming smile and a charming wit ... “a real class 
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act.” The oldest of six daughters, she was the first to realize dad wanted a son 
and took it the hardest. When she was 21, a pregnancy ended her softball 
(pitching) career and three-years later her ex-coach/husband left her to raise their 
son, Zack, alone. Broke, desperate, and possessing no special skills, Leggs 
decided to capitalize on what she did have; “the longest legs in the history of the 
world. She hit Hollywood with high hopes, almost made it as a model/actress 
working at Babe Circus inbetween gigs. Now she’s at the age where she’s 
loosing hope. But no one knows about her night job at Babe Circus. A 
workaholic, Leggs justifies dancing as a means to “a faster end than 
waitressing", manages her apartment complex and invests her tips wisely. 
According to her calculations, she'll be able to retire three years. But she’s been 
saying that for three years. Disillusioned by men and a bit stubborn, Leggs can 
get sucked into pointless debates with obnoxious customers she should just 
ignore. Under her strong exterior, Leggs hides a fear of growing old alone and 
struggles with self-disspointment. People expected big things from her but 
everytime she gets close to a break something goes wrong. If karma exsists, 
Leggs is sure she's paying off major debts from a past life. But she doesn't give 
up and always finds a new scheme to make the big money. She adores her son 
and he is a happy well adjusted seven year old. Over the years, she and Cheese 
have developed a special camaraderie, one that raises eyebrows but hasn't yet 
evolved to romance. Cheese never mixes business with pleasure. And Leggs's a 
woman of the new millennium; so convinced that Prince Charming is a fairy tale 


she won't even bother trying on the glass slipper. (Series Regular) 


HARLEY, (late 20'S) is the brilliant, eccentric girl from London. A whirl-wind 
of infectious engery, she has a compulsion for lying and a mouth like a truck 
driver. Selfish, loud, and manipulative, | Harley's impossible not to love, 
because she “takes life by the balls and never looks back.” A raw and explosive 
performer, Harley's always a big hit on stage. She's practically a legend at 
“Babe Circus", known for her uncanny ability to “bleed a fool’s wallet dry 
before he knows what hit him." 


The men would kill each other to get Harley in bed and are clueless to the fact 
she prefers women. Her personal life remains a mystery to most. She prefers 
bartalk over deep discussions about life and has more party pals than real 
friends. Born in London, Harley claims her dad was an alcoholic pedifiler and 
her mum was a hooker. She hit the streets at 15, rebelling against the class 
system, partying with billionares and fucking rock stars. Only Cheese knows the 
truth. The fact is she had it easy, the only child to aristocratic parents who 
coddeled her and gave her everything. Cheese isn’t sure what she’s rebelling 
against. Maybe Harley doesn’t know either. Perhaps, pleaged with 
mischanelled genius, she’s mad at this dog-eat-dog reality she’s been thrust 
unwillingly into and secretly feels so fragile that if she slows down enough to 


really thinks about it, she might just have to curl up and die of sadness. 


Harley lives in Hollywood in a wonderful old building built in the twenties. She 
loves to throw parties up on the roof and is always being threatned with eviction. 
(Perhaps Leggs is her manager????) She and Leggs are forever at odds with each 
other, because they look at life from completely different points of view. They’ re 
also the smartest girls in the club. If there’s trouble at Babe Circus, Harley’s 
usually at the root of it. Though extremely loyal to the few people she loves, 
when she’s angry or scared she takes it out on everyone around her. When the 
going gets tough she runs away and if you get too close she might bite your head 


off. (Series Regular) 


CATZ (20’s) is the peace maker, always striving for harmony and balance in life 
and is often the mediiater of the other dancers. A clothes designer with no 
inhibitions about nudity, Catz has that earthy-street-waif-look down; gauze skirt, 
army boots, bare midriff, henna tattoos, and multiple ear piercings. She lives in a 
loft in downtown and sells her easy-access apperal in Venice if she finds time. 
The narrow-minded might write Catz off as brainless, but she’s “simply evolved 
to a less complicated place” than the rest of us. If you can get past the breathy 
little-girl voice, her idealism, and her absent mindedness, you have to admire 
Catz’s confidence. This girl is truly happy, has no hidden agenda and no guilt 
about what she does for a living. She’s a limber sex kitten, born to be 
worshipped. Working at Babe Circus is a perfect job for her. She craves dancing 
for the body, gardening for the mind, and a lot of sex for the soul. She would 
never con a guy for his money. Instead, she thinks of herself as a healer and 
strives to touch every person she meets in a postive way. In more ways than one. 
She wants to make love to everyone ...man, woman, fat, thin, black white, the 
more the merrier. Catz sees the beauty in everyone...to a fault, leaving her 
vunerable to dangerous or hurtful situations. So far, it’s nothing that a good cry, a 


hit of pot, and pulling a few Ruins can’t cure. 


Catz and Harley are pals because they put up with each other’s flakiness and Catz 
doesn’t mind letting Harley be the center of attention. She’s the spiritual guru to 
Brazil and Leggs and the temptress to Cheese. She can’t understand why Cheese 
won’t do her just for fun sometime. And she never gives up trying. (Series 


Regular) 


DINA “BRAZIL” MUNUEZ (25) is the self-distructive dreamer, a young Puerta 
Rican girl with a drinking & drug problem. Mischevious and flirtatious, she has 
a quick laugh, a short temper, and a smoldering sensuality. A vibrant dancer, 
Brazil has aspirations of being a rock singer but sabotages her chances by 
inundating her life with traumas. Particularly, boyfriend traumas. Raised by an 
abusive father, Brazil is trapped in a cycle of choosing insanely jealous and 
possessive men. Men she thinks will help her career but end up holding her 
back. Currently she lives with her dead-end musican boyfriend Slam, and his 
buddy, Vermin in a shabby house in Glendale. Brazil loves to drink tequila and 
tells jokes. But under Brazil’s tough-girl exterior, a troubled insecurity burns. 
When it erupts, she goes ballistic, screaming and breaking things so that no one 


in her path is safe. She’s all ready been fired from Babe Circus twice. 


Everytime she gets in a fight with her boyfriend she goes home to her mom’s 
house in Glendale. Her conservative, Catholic mother would die if she knew 
the truth about what her daughter does for a living. Brazil loves her mother and 
seventeen year old little sister tries to protect them form the truth. She tells them 
she works the graveyard shift at the hospital, and dresses like a candy stripper 


before leaving the house for Babe Circus. 


Harley is her closest friend. Catz councils her about spirituality and Leggs tries 
to instill her with common sense. Jumbo is like a big brother to her. (Series 


Regular) 


ANGEL (21) is the newcomer, an doe-eyed, African American, ballerina straight 
out from New York. After a knee injury, Angel was let go from the Harlem 
Ballet, and had no idea what to do with herself. Completely devastated, she 
came out to L.A. to visit her brother, a elementary school teacher. She soon 
enrolled at UCLA and began supporting herself as a receptionist. But Angel had 
a hard time making ends meet and missed being up on stage. When she learned 
that an aquaintance was making five times as much dancing topless, Angel 
checked out the scene, landing at Babe Circus. With her grace and her 
innocence, she becomes an instant sensation. But Angel may not last long. Her 
mother was a dangerously permiscuous alchcolic that ended up in the luney bin. 
Angel has fought all her life against being anything like her. Secretly still a 
virgin, Angel dresses in frumpy hats and coats and considers herself a feminist. 
She’s always been overly analytical and socially awkward, but now, dancing 
infront of crowds of leering men everynight, her paranoia is reaching a new 
height. A complete fish out of water, Angel can’t shake the shame that lingers 
inside herself, deep at night. She starts taking drugs in order to numb her 
nerousis and under her sweetly bashful personality lies a dangerous counterpart. 
Throughout the series, Angel fights against manic depression while learning 


hard leasons about men, love and trust. (Recurring) 


THE STAFF 


JUMBO is the great protector; the pirate-like bouncer and manager. A massive 
mountain man with a full beard, and multiple tattoos, Jumbo is intimidating to 
the guys, but a Teddy Bear to the dancers. He’s a simple, beer-drinking, meat- 
and-potatoes, kind of guy, happiest on his Harly Davidson or sacked out in front 
of the tube. (Series Regular) 


HUNTER: The current ex-dancer, pregnant house mom. She’s deadly sarcastic 
and calls a spade a spade. She has all these little sayings about life and nothing 
seems to phase her. She believes if you doen’t expect much out of life, you 
won’t be disappointed. If all else fails, smoke a bong hit, eat a big steak and 
watch T.V in bed. 

THE CUSTOMERS 


PHIL is the clown, and a permanent fixture at Babe Circus. He cherishes all the 
dancers and Leggs is his particular favorite. Inherently lovable, Phil’s a failed 
journalist, an animate philosopher and a hopeless drunk. When his jaded side 
emerges, he gets himself “86ed.” In the end, everyone tolerates Phil because 


he means well, and he’s a big tipper. (Series Regular) 


CHUCKIE “LE CHUCK” is the nerd. Warmly referred to as Le’ Chuck, this guy 
is a bit “slow” and works in his father’s toy store. He worships the girls, but 
when they are near he becomes so nervous he’s unable to complete a sentence. 
Amazingly, he has talent as an artist. He’s never without his sketch pad and he 
draws beautiful sketches of the dancers. Just like Toulouse’Lautrec. Hence his 


nickname. (Series Regular) 


When the new neighbors, DICK and FANNY PUTNAM, move in to the apartment 
next door, problems arise. Dick is a lecherous, local talk-show host with an 
super-inflated ego. His nagging wife, Fanny, sells Avon. The Putnam’s feel 
“The Joint" is decadent and immoral and are constantly trying to get it closed 
down. Yet often, they become seduced by it's allure. Dick sneaks in and hits on 
the dancers and never tips a dime. The dancers are Fanny’s best cosmetic 
customers so she has mixed feelings about them. Despite her prissy demeanor, 
Fanny has a secret wild streak and lives vicariously through the girls. (Recurring 
Roles) 


SLAM and THE VERMIN are the loser, “heavy-metal” dudes, sporting that stuck- 
in-the-80’s-look of Guns and Roses; long hair, leather, bandannas and baseball 
caps. They stumble in late at night, play pool, and never tip. Slam is the wired, 
100 percent testosterone, no-brainer, wannabe lead singer. He has an on again 
off again "thing" with Brazil, and his quick-temper and jealousy often reek 
havoc in Babe Circus. The Vermin on the other hand is a slow, spaced out bass 
player whose brains were fried long ago. He wears a permanent stoner grin, and 


mumbles incoherently, then loses his train of thought. (Recurring Roles) 


ADDITIONAL CHARACTERS 


ZACK is Leggs’s nine year old son, a normal, all American boy in every way 


except for one, he is fascinated with heights. He sleeps in a bunk bed, hangs 


from the balcony, sits on the rooftop, and is constantly climbing things: trees, 


fire escapes, telephone poles. For his 16th birthday, he wants an airplane. To 


Leggs dismay, Zack is particularly fond of Harley because she has promised 


someday to take him sky diving. (Recurring)

SUMMARY 
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Cheese gets back form Vegas to find kaos and turmoil at The Joint. Jumbo 
explains that the cop raided the place last night, looking for some guy that 
robbed Dinky’s Coffee shop. And today, all the dancers are lare for work. 
Leggs oerslept after spending the night in jail because the cops busted her 
for a traffic warrent. She shows up angry at the world. The rest of the 
dancers are late. Catz's car breaks down and she gets a lift from Miles, a 
mysterious drifter. Brazil dresses up in a uniform and tells SCUM she’s 
working the grave-yard shift at the hospital in order to sneak out of the 
house. Harly is late and makes up an outragious lie about why she can’t get 


there on time. 


Jumbo is steaming mad by the time they show up at The Joint. There we 
meet regulars, Phil, and Chuckie, who are jealous of newcomer Miles and 
his money. Brazil is suprised and dismayed to find out that her cousin 
Kimmy(Angel) is the dancing at the Joint for her first night. When the new 
neighbors, Dick and Fanny barge in and create a scene, Miles is revealed 
as the "Dinkys' Bandit" and pulls a gun on Dick. The big Cheese foils 
him, Chuckie saves the day, and Dick & Fanny kiss and make up. 


OUTLINE 


Pearl comes to bail Leggs out of jail who spent the night there due to a traffic 
warrant. The cops had raided the bar looking for the "Dinkys bandit" and busted 
her instead. Leggs is angry because the cops treated her like scum of the earth 


due to the fact she dances in a bar for a living. 


Meanwhile Paris's truck breaks down and she gets a lift from Miles, who fills 


her head with stories of fame, claiming to be a record producer. 


And Harley is trapped in a phone by a savage dog that wants her groceries. 

The girls waltz in the GoGo each with a "late-excuse" for Jumbo who doesn't 
want to hear it. We meet bar regulars Chuckie the geek, and Floyd the drunk 
poet. Chuckie tries to talk to the girls but is over shadowed by Miles who 


throws away cash like it's going out of style. Floyd tries to cheer him up. 
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In sJumbos Dick, the new neighbor. He's an obnoxious cable talk show host 
who is as rude as he is cheap. When his wife Fanny catches him flirting with the 
girls she throws a fit, and labels the GoGo immoral and indecent. Dick ignores 
his wife so she jumps on stage and tries to stop the show. This causes a brawl 
in which Miles is exposed as the "Dinkys' Bandit" and pulls a gun on Dick. 
Chuckie saves the day by pointing out it's only a toy gun, Dick punches Miles in 


the nose and Jumbo apprehends him with Harly's cuffs. 


The cops come for Miles and recognize Leggs who insists on returning all the 
stolen money he had tipped them. As they leave they lift their hats to Leggs , 
having found a new respect for both she and all the gang at "The Galloping 
GoGo". 
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ANGELS COME ANGELS GO 


SUMMARY 


Paris's little sister Anna auditions at the GoGo, even though she is a law 
student and doesn't fit in. In the middle of her "Egyptian Flash-light 
Dance" a band of Hells Angels come to visit Jumbo and shake things up. 
Harley ends up leaving with them to pursue her life long dream as a biker 
babe and Anna who is christened "little Angel" gets her job. Later Harley 


returns when her dream didn't turn out the way she had imagined it. 


OUTLINE 


To Paris's surprise her innocent and quirky little sister Anna shows up to 
audition at the GoGo. Paris is furious because she wants her sister to stay in 
school and focus on her law career. Her doubts are confirmed when Anna 
embarrasses her with a performance art piece; the "Egyptian flash light dance." 
Right in the middle of the "super strobe effect" a band of Hells Angels crash the 
bar to visit their old buddy Jumbo. These brutes frighten Anna and she realizes 
her sister was right; she doesn't fit in. Meanwhile Harley, (whose dream has 
always been to ride cross country with the Hell's Angels) decides to go off with 
them. She gives Anna her magic dream stone and tells her she must have 
courage to conquer her fears and follow her heart. So Anna takes the job and 
Skull, (the biggest, biker) christens her...."Little Angel". 


Later that night after the bar is closed Pearl hears a knock at the door of her 
converted bus. It is Harley looking tired and haggard. She explains that after 
three Dairy Queen stops, a bath in an horse trough, and a restless sleep in a 
locust-infested-truck stop in-between two smelly bikers that snored like tractors, 


she jumped a freight home. 
Harley realizes that the idea of her dream is much more rewarding then the 


actuality of it. Pearl makes some herbal tea and the two draw Tarot cards into 
the night. 
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THE CATZ COMES BACK 


SUMMARY 


Fanny has gotten everyone buzzing on "Zip" the latest vitamin formula 
she is peddling. Catz returns to the GoGo after three years searching for 
the perfect man to give her a baby. She picks Floyd who is unable to 
perform when the "Zip" wears off and he passes out. Jumbo has a talk 
with Catz in which he shares the pain he felt growing up and never 
knowing who his father was. Catz decides to wait for her baby and find a 
husband first. And the "Zip" turns out to 99% sucrose. 


OUTLINE 


Fanny comes in peddling her newest product, "Zip!" a miracle vitamin formula 
guaranteed to double your energy. Everyone stocks up. Just then, Harley's old 


pal Catz comes back... after a three year absence...(she's been in therapy). 


The next day everyone is buzzing around like bees, on "Zip". Catz announces 
that she has put her modeling career on hold to have a baby and is in search of 
the perfect male specimen to fertilize her. Chuckie, Hank and Floyd are ready, 
willing and eager. She finally picks Floyd who has sobered considerably, thanks 
to the "Zip". Pearl asks Catz why she doesn't want a husband, just as Dick pops 


his head in the door and commands Fanny home to make meat-loaf. Nuff said. 


The big date takes place in Catz’s apartment.. Everything is perfect... champagne 
„candle lights...romantic music...Floyd is in fine form as Catz slinks closer in a 
clingy negligee ...but then... right after the first kiss...the "Zip" wears off. Floyd 


passes out. 
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Back at the GoGo...everyone is coming off of the "Zip" and falling asleep. Paris 
is dancing...or should we say "staggering" around on stage. Catz enters and 
explains to Jumbo what happened. Jumbo tells her a story about a little boy 
who never knew who his father was and how his whole life he wanted only one 
thing...to meet his dad. Catz realizes that Jumbo is talking about himself. Just 
then a bronzed, muscular, health-club-hunk enters and offers his services to Catz 
who declines. She has decided to wait for her baby until after she finds a 
husband. She starts to pour a "Zip" in her juice but the hunk stops her, 
explaining that "Zip" is actually 99% fructose and when it wears off it causes 
everyone’s blood sugar to drop. Just then Floyd staggers in and says, "Well how 
was I ?" and hits the deck.

INDECENT EXPOSURE 


SUMMARY 


After a stint on stage where Stormy’s top almost falls off, Fanny enlists a 
team of anti-smut housewives to picket the GoGo and business drops 
dramatically. Everyone is broke so Chuckie doesn't have much luck selling 


his new masks. 


Spirits are lifted when Dick invites the girls on his talk show to discuss their 
careers. But when he gets them on the air he exposes them as home 
wrecking go-go dancers instead. ^ Pearl, (disguised in one of Chuckie’s 
masks,) tricks Dick into airing video footage of his own obnoxious behavior 
and publicly busting him with his lies. The publicity make heroes of the 


girls at the GoGo and business booms once again. 


OUTLINE 


In the GoGo Paris tells Dick she needs exposure for her career and asks to sing 
on his show. He just laughs. Harley dances out and Dick shouts chauvinistic 
remarks. Suddenly her spaghetti strap snaps and her top almost falls off just as 
Fanny walk in. She drags Dick away bent on revenge. Jumbo reprimands 


Harley who just shrugs. 


The next day an anti-nudity picket line of house wives blocks the GoGo. An 
ugly faced cop breaks the line and goes inside. He says "all right this is a bust!". 
Then he pulls off his mask...it is only Floyd. Chuckie stands grinning with a 
box of state of the art masks he is selling on commission. But everyone's broke 
because the picket line has hurt business. Just then Paris gets a phone call "Dick 
has changed his mind about putting me on his show... he wants to interview all 


of us!!" Pearl raises a skeptical eyebrow. 
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At the show, Paris slips up and mentions that the girls dance at the Next Door 
Joint and instead of talking about their careers the show turns into a debate about 
GoGo dancers. The girls bravely defend themselves and turn to Dick for 
support. Caught up in the drama and anticipating the ratings he turns against 


the girls and denies ever setting foot inside the smutty bar. 


Suddenly a strange women claims to have footage of Stormy’s top falling off.
